It is advisable for vessels exceeding 100 feet in length to bring up ;first i'i Sesostris Bay. 
where they have room to s wing, & then haul into the Haven Sc moor as convenient. 

The holding is excellent in the Haven , and there is good sheltertbut the inhabitants say 
tluit in heavy westerly a ales, the swell rxlls in . 

In Sesostris Bayl the holding is also good,' Sr the anchorage is very convenient for a short 
stay, but a (resit Wx wind soon raises a sea . 

Turret Bay ^ affords temporary shelter for small craft. 


Good Bay- When, coming from the north, be caretbl to open, Round I. a Hi to Out left of flat P.‘ to avoid 
die shoals lying between Wolf RV & Basel, but /cap Pf Riel, to the rigid of Round R-f 1. 
(See view) to dear Bayot Shoal. 

To avoid the Shoals at the entrance of Barred Bay, Sc off Sheep I. do not open. Port-mu 
Choice peninsula, to ■ the right of Round Mead so as to see more than its summit. 

Ihe indicated anchorage is that for huge ships: they should moor to the SE. and MW.- the 
S.W. winds being the most dangerous,- but there is never any sea. and the holding is good 
Small vessels can anchor in Well Bay. or even in Barred Bay. the latter forming a snug 
Port where the sea is always smooth. 

The Well which gives name to the Bay, is a curious natural excavation in the rock, 65 feet 
below the surface of the ground, and the depth of water is about 30 feet.
